ROME — Pope Paul VI, the 262d

The death of the pontiff, who would 
have been 81 years old Sept. 28, was 
announced at the-Vatlcan by Don Pier 
Franco Pastore, the acting head of the 
press service.

VI passed away at 9:40 this everting, 
Aug. 6, 1978," Pastore told wrrcspon- 
dents gathered In the brl^jte^H 
the Vatican press center.

At Castcl Gandolfo, the bellsTof St. 
Thomas of Aquinas, the Pope's 
church, rang the death knell. 

Outside the . Pope's residence a 
crowd o( tourists and local citizens 
had been waiting through the early 
evening. When the bells rang, many of 
them fell to their knees In prayer. 

The lights In the square were turned 
off for a few minutes. 

Canllnfli Jean VJJJot, the secretary 
of state of the Vatican, assumed the 
temporal and Juridical but not 
spiritual powers of the pontlflCBtc 
upon Paul's passing; the interregnum' 
will last iintil the coronation of the 
newpontiff.

They were 
Alaska, Washington,. Oregon and

Cltlzenii of those .states, however, 
did not necessarily fare better than ^ 
residents In other areas because the 
innatlon rates -ih Individual states 
may be higher thpn the natloniil 
average of.

Of all states. West Virginia fared, 
the poorest. Personal income declined

Qclnnnlsh group of In-grown "natives" wlshrng to 
freeze the world In the 1050s, maintaining a simple life 
under the kindly benevolence of a paternal Elsenhower. 

The antipathy toward Callfomians — New Yorkers

There are several reasons for the new exodus. Topping 
the list Is Idaho's lifestyle. Kootenai County, for instance, 
has seen a huge Influx of senior citizens, non-Idaho 
residents who want to spend their final days somewhere 
other than In a brownslone tenement. 

Add to that members of the nation's work force who are 
willingly sacrificing hlglier pay scales In cast cdast Jobs 
tor the chance to rolse.a family outside of.thc urban war 
zones. 

Finally, and perhaps in tjic long run most Importantly, 
Idaho'ji children are coming home. For years Idalio was a. 
training ground for other slates. The brightest students left 
Idaho for higher education and never returned.

That's changing 'now. Memories of trout strvoms, ski 
runs and apartments that didn't need threc loclcs on the 
door fire drawing a young work force back to Idaho. The 
lifestyle more than cnmpcnsalcs for thi; loss of a few 
dollars each paycheck.

But even more Important than the fact thc new Idalioans 
will have little knowledge of what Idaho has meant to long 
time residents, is the reason the new resident came to the 
state in the first place. 

They nuiy not know what tliey want, but they know what 
they don't want. They wlii oppose with their voles any 
attempts to turn Idaho Into what they left behind. This 
means the hidden issue, whlch< will Influence more and 
more elections, is likely to be ecological — development, 
versus antl-dcvclopmcnt.

• 'There Is hope as soon as the person feels he or .she is 
accepted by another person," says Ed Cormier, a 
French-Canadian who came to Twin Fall.'i this spring 
from Seattle where he studied at tlic Deportment of _ 
Alcoholic Studies at Seattle University. 

Because he believes Alcoholics Anonymous (AA> the 
best vehicle for acceptance of persons with addiction 
problems. Cormier works closely with AA to assist 
clients both at the men'Ttlouso nt 302 Second Ave. S., 
and the Women's Crisis Center at 425 Second Ave, N. 

"We arc one agency vylth two facilities." Cormier 
saldf Both the men's and women's houses are described 
as halfway houses for pcrbons needing to live In a 
protected environment until they-can cope with dolly ' 
" litoagnln. ' ' • 



The halfway houses are In contrast to the Idaho 
-Ilcgloiial.Treatmcnl.oildjrralnlng Geiitcf at Goodjng _ 
which Is a primary treatment (:icility, providing an 
Intenslvcai-day multi-faceted Irealiiieiit program, 

Cormier said about half the clients In the Twin KnlLs 
halfway houses coiiic fmni the Gooding center and the 
two Institutions work closely together., 

"If we see Uiey need more caro than we can offer we ■ 
urge them to go to Gixxlihg," Cormier snid. People with 
families hero usually prefer to stay In Twin Falls, while 
those who have lost all family connections arc more 
willing to go to the Gooding Center, he observed. 

Both facilities of the Twin Falls rehabilitation agency 
are fully functioning again. , j - 

The Women's Crisis Center is now open for residency

The losers, ln"lhe first three-way" 
playoff In PGA history, also got what 
they deserved, Tom Watson because 
he squandered a flve-plroke lead as 
lata as the sixth hole of the final 
round, and Jerry Pate because he 
blew a 4-foot pult on the 18th hole. 

"Frankiy, I deserve It," Mahaffey 
said after his 8-foot birdie putt on the 
second extra hole gave him the PGA 
crown Sunday, only his second victory 
since Joining the tour In 1971. "I've 
been working very hard and It's been 
a long road back. There have been a 
lot of disappointments, but this makes 
up (or every bit of it." 

In gracious fashion, Pate agreed 
that Mahaffey deserved it. and even 
seemed pleased at the outcome.
